I never got as good as 
my friends, because I started 
with music. Michael [Bohn, 
co-vocals] used to be pretty 
decent with BMXing, but 
that shot was mostly just 
about cruising.

Out of context, the video for the first 
single from the Foos' eighth album is fairly 
unremarkable. However, in the context of 
the documentary series that accompanied 
the album - this featuring at the end of 
the 'Chicago' episode - it takes on new 
significance. The video was shot at Electrical 
Audio, the complex belonging to Steve Albini, 
the producer of Nirvana's In Utero, while the 
band have also spawned an extra member - 
Rick Nielsen of Illinois legends Cheap Trick. 


The first single 
from Slipknot's fifth 
album, .5: The Gray 
Chapter, the Iowa 
legends' first in six 
years, had to grab the 
attention. The result, 
directed by 
Shawn 'Clown'

"An awesome concept, great 
visuals, a rad director, the 
right song, and four amazing, 
handsome gentlemen playing in 
the band.

AUSTIN CARLILE {VOCALS): 
"Would You Still Be There 
is coming from a place of 
desperation and trying to do 
anything that you can to either 
make an impact on a certain 
person or get them back in your 
life. It's about putting yourself 
through so much to find the one 
thing in them, or in yourself, that 
is going to bring it back. 

"We shot the video out in the 
Californian desert. It's basically 


an old ghost town that we 
were allowed to go into. I have 
to really scream when we're 
shooting videos - 1 can't fake 
it - and after four takes in a 
house that was basically an 
oven, I felt like I was going 
crazy! But, everyone we 
had down was a fan of the 
band, so I got to walk away 
having met some rad people, 
knowing that at least they'd 
enjoyed being a part of it!"

On 
the one hand, there's the idea of 
cheating death for however many 
years you've been on the planet, 
but it's also looking at it from a 
bigger perspective. We're alive right 
now thanks to that unbroken line 
of successful acts of procreation and 
evolution. It's quite mind-boggling 
to think that if just one of your 
ancestors hadn't procreated, you 
wouldn't be here at all." 


WHERE DID YOU SHOOT'THE VIDEO? 

"It was in a studio, and we were 
essentially shooting on an 'anti- 
stage' - basically a sunken stage 
below the level of the rest of the 
room. We did all the chorus takes 
with the sunset sort of vibe, and 
the lights they used for that were 
so hot. We were boiling, and then 
we did the 'dry' storm stuff, so we 
were being bombarded by bits 
of polystyrene. Getting that stuff 
in your mouth wasn't great, but 
when it hit you in the eye it really 
stung, and that led to a few stops. 
It got way worse during the rain 
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MOTIONLESS IN WHITE: RATHER 
GLAD THEY WEREN'T ACTUALLY

CHRIS MOTIONLESS {VOCALS): "It was a 
really interesting video to make... I've never 
been buried alive before. The thing that 
stood out for me was experiencing a feeling 
I never thought I'd feel - 1 felt so very alive\ 
Which was really interesting for me, because 
at the end of the video I'm burying myself! 
We shot the final scene at Sam after filming 


all night long. We were all dirty and gross, 
freezing in the middle of the desert. . . I laid 
on the ground and my head started to get 
covered in grit. I started to have this intense 
feeling of anxiety. Being buried alive was a 
really trippy thing! My face was covered and 
I couldn't see. I'd hate to know what it'd be 
like to actually be buried alive!"

introvert'/' she confesses today. "When we 
started this band, I was painfully shy, and 
Halestorm more or less became my identity. 

It allowed me to come out of my shell 
and it gave me a purpose, so I'm a 
lot more wrapped-up in this band 
than just musically or in terms of 
having a career. A lot of the reason 
behind my drive for this band is that I don't 
necessarily have another choice. It's become 
my outlet for being the person I want to be." 

As both her long-term bandmate and 
younger brother, drummer Arejay Hale 
perhaps knows Lzzy better than anyone else 
in the world. And he's had a ringside view as 
his sister has grown from a shy, gawky teen 
into a genuine world-beating star. 

"We've always been tight but we're also 
very different," he recalls. "If we went on a 
family vacation, Lzzy would be holding onto 
mom's leg while I was off in a blur of ADD. I 
was definitely the more reckless sibling." 

When the Hale kids decided to form a 
band at the ages of 10 and 13, their parents 
were not only supportive, they wanted to 
get actively involved. Dad Roger actually 
played bass for a while before moving onto 
sound and driving, while mum Beth acted as 
the band's tour manager. This arrangement 
worked well for a while but ultimately 
became stifling. 

"By the end of the second album [201 2's 
The Strange Case Of...], it was too much. We 
were too busy and we had to get a pro crew 
and a tour manager," Arejay says. "For our 
whole lives, Lzzy had that thing in the back 
of her mind of, 'I hope I'm not disappointing 
my parents,' and it took us kicking ourselves 
out of the nest for her to really take control. 
Since the two of us took the reins. I've seen a 
whole new confidence in her that was more 
inhibited before." 

Listen to her scream her lungs out through 
the aptly titled Mayhem, or proclaiming that 
she's 'Doing this thing caiied whatever the 
fuck I want' on Sick Individual, and you'll see 
exactly what he means. ii 


nother major influence on Into The 
Wild Life's development has been Lzzy's 
growing relationship with her fans and 
the increasingly intimate conversations and 
correspondence they exchange. 

"They'll definitely hear something of 
themselves on this record, but I also think 
they inspired me to dig a little deeper into 
myself and gave me that confidence to truly 
be myself," Lzzy says. "They give me so much 
of their lives and I don't even know why. I'm 
just a chick in a rock band - I'm not trying to 
save the world." 

Do you feel any pressure, then, when 
people treat you as a role model or expect 
you to have the answers they're looking for? 

"A couple of years ago I was nervous about

that, because I want to do right by these 
people, but I'm not a therapist. In some of 
the situations they want to talk about. I'm 
not able to offer the proper advice. You can't 
always fix somebody else's problems, but you 
can always offer positivity, and my role right 
now, I feel, is just to be there, to have them 
say, 'Okay, she's not got the answers I seek, 
but maybe she's going to encourage me to 
find them for myself.' 

"There's a song on the new record 
called I Am The Fire and there's a line 
that goes, '/ am the one that I've 
been waiting for'. That's something 


I've struggled with my entire life; the only 
thing stopping me from doing anything is 
myself. By suggesting that kind of mind-set . 
to some of our fans, I think that helps them 
more than any specific advice I could give 
them - at least without being a doctor or a - 
lot smarter than I am!" - 

Halestorm channelled all this positivity 
and self-assertion intojfthe new'album by ^ 
adopting a new way -pr rather rediscovering 
an old way - of workirlg. Encouraged by : ' 
producer Jay Joyce, but not dktated to by 
anyone, the four members of the band fac^ 
each other in a cirde and simply bolted the^* , 
new songs out live. ; - ■ 

"We went back to our roots and felt how 
we used to when we were playing songs in ^ 
our parents' basement," Lzzy smiles. "The \ 
beauty of this point in our lives is that 
we're not writing or playing music to gain , 
approval, or make anybody other than 
ourselves happy." 

It must help if other people like it as well, 
though. What ambitions do you still have 
for Halestorm? 

"I'm honestly just riding the wave right now 
and I'm excited to see what happens next, 
because I never even thought I would make it 
this far," Lzzy says. "You obviously need the 
hard work and the fervour, but you also need 
the stars to align, and it could easily have 
gone the other way. I could still be playing 
The Rusty Nail in Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, to 
10 people and the sound guy. Which I would 
be doing, by the way, if it had panned out 
like that." 

The Rusty Nail's loss is the wider world's 
gain. With Into The Wild Life, Halestorm 
have created a storming pure rock album 
that's confident enough in its own identity 
to ignore the trends and scenes eddying 
around it. And in Lzzy Hale they have an 
explosive, fiery frontwoman with the drive 
and determination to take on the world.

“WE’VE BEEN away a long time, overseas, fucking around," 
is Gustav Wood's condensed summary of how Young 
Guns' forthcoming third album.

THE LAST time we saw All Time Low, they were 
co-headlining some little old venue called The 
02 Arena with You Me At Six. Tonight, in north 
London, they're doing it again, on their own.

Sadly, that doesn't start early, thanks to Illinois' 
Real Friends, whose sad songs echo around this 
filling cavern. Neck Deep may lack the polished 
pizazz of tonight's headliners, but ballad Part 
Of Me is the flawless 'holy shit' moment the 
UK mob craved. Another tick on their 'future 
stardom' checklist, surely. 

But the big Bon Jovi moments belong to All 
Time Low. "This is the most intimate arena show 
we could've had," beams Alex - although it looks 
pretty intimidating from where we're standing.

“DUE YOU guys warm enough?" teases 
TesseracT singer Daniel Tompkins. Well not 
really, mate. We're stood under the Northern 
Lights inside the Arctic circle, watching the 
British progressive metal quintet play on 
top of an igloo in an attempt to play the 
world's coldest set, presumably as a dare by 
organisers Jagermeister as part of their Ice 
Cold gigs. And it's quite the sight to behold. 
The stage is set on top of the world's largest 
snow village, a labyrinthine structure made 
from 1 5 million kilos of snow and 300,000 
kilos of natural clear ice, which includes a 
restaurant, sauna and even living quarters 
within its gargantuan crystal dome. This is, as 
they say, cool. 

Fittingly, opener Of Energy-Singularity 
sounds epic, even with the arctic conditions 
hellbent on turning each member into 
frozen statues. Guitarists James Monteith 
and Acle Kahney trade licks over Concealing 
Fate, Part Three: The Impossible - a song 
riddled with mould-shattering detours into 
unexpected territories - creating a web of 
brain-tickling euphoria under Dan's soaring 
tenors. It's just as mesmerising as the 

glacial tundra containing them. 

Continuing with more material from last 

album Altered State, including the dreamy 
soundscapes Of Matter-Retrospect, you can't 
help but wonder what to expect next from 
the tech-metal titans now they have their 
original recording vocalist back in tow. His 
presence within their ranks has made them 
that much more imposing to watch, bringing 
showmanship and even a sense of danger to 
their steps. 

So, if you want to see the hottest band 
in Brit metal, there's no better place than 
somewhere you might die if they play too 
long. This year's coolest gig? You betcha!

POP-PUNK FINDS ITSELF A NEW SET 


OF HEROES. AND THEY'RE BRIT(ISH)! 


IFYOU’RE already in with British pop-punks As It Is, 
the chances are you number amongst the close- 
to-half-a-million subscribers to frontman Patty 
Walters' YouTube channel. Over the past few 
years, the American-born, Brighton-living singer 
has built up a dedicated legion of followers 
via regular posts of his original songs, cover 
versions and general musings on life. If you're 
not already a fan and in the light of the above 
information, you might now be bracing yourself 
for a flood of navel-gazing self-obsession and 
throwaway pop-punk junk. 

WRONG! As becomes immediately apparent 
on Never Happy, Ever After, As It Is are basically 
proposing to your ears and announcing that, this 
time next year, all this will be theirs. And yeah, 
it's a bit on the introspective side, but As It Is are 
only following the footsteps of amazing bands 
like Jimmy Eat World or Fall Out Boy; bands 
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willing to rip their bleeding hearts from their 
chests and hold them up for all the world to see. 
'/ can't help the way my mind is hardwired to 
hate myself, Patty sings, confessional-style on 
Can't Save Myself. There might be an element 
of self-indulgence to this approach but it's only 
by peering deep inside that you can hit upon 
the personal or universal elements that make 
a song truly relatable. If you can wrap these 
truth nuggets in shiny, infectious earworms, as 
consistently happens here, so much the better. 

And the songs! They're, well, they're great. 
Stylistically, they're dipping back to the time 
when the Drive-Thru Records roster made 
pop-punk and emo virtually indivisible in the 
early 2000s, weaving bright, buzzing guitar 
lines and anthemic hooks through gentler, 
more vulnerable-sounding passages. Guitarist 
and co-lyricist Ben Biss has also stepped up to 


the plate, contributing far more vocals than on 
the band's previous self-released EP. His raspier 
voice complements Patty's higher delivery 
perfectly as the pair trade lines. Taking Back 
Sunday-style, on songs like Concrete and Can't 
Save Myself. 

Just one short year ago, Patty Walters was 
belting out a screamo version of Let It Go from 
Frozen for his YouTube followers' delectation. 
Today, he's releasing one of the finest pop-punk 
albums of the past few years, playing his first 
U.S. tour and will be spending his summer on 
Warped. And then there's the unwritten future 
after that. All bets that there are far bigger 
things to come from As It Is are officially off.

MONTAGE OF HECK 

(UNIVERSAL/HBO) 
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Ian unsehling portrait of 


ITHE MAN WHO SOLD THE WORLD 


THE OXFORD English Dictionary describes the medium of 
documentary thusly; 'a nonfictional motion picture intended 
to document some aspect of reality, primarily for the 
purposes of instruction or maintaining a historical record'. 

By that criteria, Montage Of Heck, the new Kurt Cobain 
documentary, assembled by filmmaker Brett Morgen, and 
the first to be made with the cooperation of the Cobain 
estate, both excels and yet barely scrapes a pass. 

It is certainly instructional. Very much so. It is, in fact, 
arguably the best visual argument for not taking heroin 
ever made. 'Just say fuck no', so to speak. Watching the 
Nirvana singer's 27-year descent from bright, white-haired 
infant to Walking Dead extra - with a brief cameo as The 
Most Important Rockstar Of All Time segued somewhere in 
the middle - is often an experience as enjoyable as gargling 
nails. But it is unquestionably, unflinchingly real. 

At the same time, if Montage Of Heck does become 
Cobain's lasting legacy (and it won't be, there's too much 
money in his martyrdom still to be mined), then that seems 
awfully unfair to the man. Because there are moments 
during the 132-minute running time where Kurt is 
downright unlikeable; horrible, even. And that's fine. This 
is a documentary, not a pitch for canonisation. But if we 
ask the question, 'Was Kurt Cobain an unlikeable person, 
a horrible one, even?' then you'd have to be Axl Rose to 
make a watertight case for the argument. There's a valid 
view thereby where the documentary fails as documentary. 
This isn't an accurate depiction of the man who smashed 
through the underground/mainstream divide, showed a 
generation a different way to express itself, who saved lives 
with his music and the worlds its notes created - simply 
because so little good balances the bad, to give an awfully 
simplistic distillation of what comprises a human being. 

If you're looking for a more authentic depiction of the 
man Kurt Cobain was, chances are you've already found it. 
The truth is that Nirvana's self-edited 1994 released Live! 
Tonight! Sold Out! VHS towers above Brett Morgen's effort, 
in which the viewer sees a savagely funny, brightly ambitious 
master-of-melody, rise and fall, with a variety of dickish facets 
to his character also showcased along the way. That sounds 
more like Kurt Cobain, on balance, right? To his closest family, 
apparently not (Courtney Love sourced the director's services). 

Where Montage Of Heck is the superior film lies in the 
presentation of 'new' footage. Stocks of unseen Nirvana 
live footage are running low (much of what appears here 
you'll have already have seen on the aforementioned Live! 
Tonight! Sold Out!), such has been the demand these last 
21 years. Yet there is extensive, unseen camcorder footage 
here (as the medium was called in the days before everyone 
carried a cinema in their pocket) of Kurt and Courtney 
larking at home, either on drugs or off them or somewhere 
in-between. Fleetingly they appear happy - Courtney even 
exclaims as much, with surprise, which is a deeply upsetting 
thing to hear from someone still in their mid-20s - but more 
often than not, the two are unbearable, playing up to the 
camera like a monkey at the zoo might a keeper. Is this the 
real Kurt Cobain? Or just a part of Kurt Cobain, surely. And 
there's a further question to be raised; just what right do 
we have to watch a man in his private domain, blighted by 
addiction, desperately ill, lolloping around like a zombie 
puppet? What do we learn? What's the purpose? 

There is little question that Montage Of Heck - named 
after one of Kurt's many pre-fame audio montages (that 
apparently soundtracked his experimentation with acid) 

- is a polished piece of work. It is always extraordinary 
hearing Nirvana songs played loud. It is exciting seeing the 
doodles from Kurt's Journals animated and given life. The 
cinematography of the segments where Kurt's mother, father, 
sister, former girlfriend Tracy Marander, bassist Krist Novoselic 
and Courtney herself talk - although only Krist and Tracy do 
so with any substance - are beautifully done. And hearing 
that voice, both sung and spoken, is both heartbreaking 
after all this time, and relentlessly thrilling. But while this is a 
powerful film about heroin and a good one about scraping 
the barrel to feed the masses, it's sadly a pretty average one 
about Kurt Cobain.

All we know for sure 
is, when Sabbath first left those 
Midlands streets, they made a noise 
that would affect all heavy music 
to come after. Nowhere more so 
than on their biggest hit. Paranoid, 
celebrating its 45th birthday this 


year. The song broke Sabbath, and 
its parent album made Sabbath 
legitimate stars at home and in 
America. From the vicious antiwar 
rant of War Pigs to Iron Man's 
colossal air-guitar riff, and the title 
track's thundering class. Paranoid is 
the best record Sabbath ever made. 
Come on, lads, play it one last time 
at home before you call it a day, eh? 

WHAT THE HELL IS A WAR PIG, OZZY?

They'd 
printed the sleeves when Paranoid 
became a hit and we changed the 
title.
